who was killed in 
Afghanistan during a 
training accident Friday. 

The body of Cpl. Joshua 
Caleb Baker will arrive at 
CFB Trenton around 2 p.m. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay and General Wal¬ 
ter Natynczyk will join rel¬ 
atives on the tarmac to 
pay their respects.

Bilodeau brings home gold, makes 


Canada's Olympic gold 
medal drought at home is 
finally over. 

Freestyle skier Alexandre 
Bilodeau has won the 
men’s moguls at the Van¬ 
couver Olympics. 

The 22-year-old from 
Rosemere, Que., wrote 


himself into the history 
books by overtaking de¬ 
fending champion Dale 
Begg-Smith — a Canadian- 
born skier who now com¬ 
petes for Australia. 

It’s the first time Canada 
has won a gold medal at its 
own Games. Canada failed 


to make it to the top of the 
podium in Montreal in 
1976 and Calgaiy in 1988. 

“The party’s just starting 
for Canada,” Bilodeau told 
CTV. 

Skiing second from last, 
Bilodeau blew past Begg- 
Smith to take the lead with 


26.75 points. Begg-Smith, 
the current World Cup 
leader, settled for silver 
with 26.58 points. Ameri¬ 
can Bryon Wilson was 
third with 26.08.

Missing, murdered women remembered at memorial march

violence Dozens of people 
held hands as they marched 
through inner-city streets 
last night to honour mur¬ 
dered and missing Edmon- 
ton-area women. 

During the Fifth Annual 
Memorial March for the 
Missing and Murdered 
Women of Edmonton, 
groups of men and women 
walked side by side carrying 
signs and pictures of miss¬ 


ing or murdered Edmonton 
women. 

“The women we are los¬ 
ing now aren’t just women 
(with a high-risk lifestyle,)” 
said organizer Danielle 
Boudreau, who lost a family 
friend, 19-year-old sex-trade 
worker Rachel Quinney, to 
a brutal murder. 

Quinney’s mutilated body 
was found near Sherwood 
Park in 2004. A police inves¬ 
tigation has yet to result in 
a conviction. 

“(We are now) losing 
women involved in domes¬ 


tic violence and it’s happen¬ 
ing to women who are out 
in the suburbs,” said 
Boudreau. “It’s now soccer 
moms — it’s everyday kind 
of women.” 

The marchers began with 
a sombre prayer and song 
before walking the streets 
near Sacred Heart Church 


at 10821 — 96th St. 

Those who took part 
were asked to wear red and 
purple. Boudreau says the 
red marks the group’s love 
for the missing and mur¬ 
dered women. 

“Purple is a sign of royalty 
because we hold these 
women in high regard,” 


said Boudreau. 

A number of similar 
marches took place in other 
Canadian cities, including 
Calgaiy and Vancouver. 

“Having this many people 
here for the march means a 
lot because people are open¬ 
ing their eyes, they’re not 
just being desensitized by 
the crimes they read in the 
newspapers,” said Trandis 
Atkinson, who lost her 13- 
year-old sister, Nina 
Courtepatte, to violence at 
an Edmonton area golf 
course.

Not many parents can 
boast having both a son 
and a daughter in the 
Olympics, but former 
Olympian speedskater 
Kathy Gregg can. 

Gregg, along with her 
husband, Randy, who once 
hoisted the Stanley Cup as a 
defenceman for the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers, said the entire 
Edmonton family will be on 
pins and needles as Jamie 
and Jessica seek gold in the 
rough-and-tumble sport of 
short-track speedskating. 

Both are favoured to do 
well and both will take to 
the ice today in the Rich¬ 
mond Olympic Oval. 

“It’s always been double- 
everything for us,” said the 
mother of four, who repre¬ 
sented Canada in long-track 
speedskating at the 
Olympics in 1976 and 1980.

Border agency frets 
over court challenges 

Report shows fears leading to leniency 


Data looks at prevalence 
of brain injuries in soldiers 


Canada’s border agency 
has been waving through 
travellers even though it 
has information some may 
be working for organized 
crime, an internal report 
suggests. 

The agency, which gets its 
intelligence from the Cana¬ 
dian Security Intelligence 
Service, is doing so because 
it is worried about court 
challenges that may force it 
to reveal secret sources. 
This so-called “front-end in¬ 
telligence information gap” 
affects thousands of trav¬ 
ellers enrolled in programs 
that allow them to skip 
long queues by flashing a 
card giving quick entry into 
Canada. 

The Nexus and FAST 
cards were designed to 
speed passage of low-rislc, 
pre-approved business peo¬ 
ple and truckers, allowing 
border guards to focus on 
higher risk travellers and 
goods. But some of Cana¬ 
da’s border guards have

been skeptical of the cards, 
fearing they’ve become a 
“licence to smuggle.” The 
guards have caught too

And internal documents 
from the Canada Border 
Service Agency suggest 
there’s good reason for the 
guards’ skepticism: The 
agency is required to ignore 
adverse intelligence if an 
applicant otherwise passes 
muster. 

“CBSA Legal Services rec¬ 
ommended against the de¬ 
nial of applicants based on 
intelligence information if 
they are otherwise eligible 
for membership,” says a 
memo. “Legal Services fur¬ 
ther noted that should an 
applicant seek judicial re¬ 
view, the CBSA — not the 
source of the intelligence, 
CSIS — would be responsi¬ 
ble for responding to the 
Federal Court on the issue.

So here’s the conun¬ 
drum for Canadian corpo¬ 
rations that export and in¬ 
vest around the world. Do 
you continue to rely on the 
good old U.S. market — so 
friendly, so unforeign and 

_so near — in 

the realiza¬ 
tion that it’s 
likely to re¬ 
main Cana¬ 
da’s primaiy 
export mar¬ 
ket indefi¬ 
nitely? Or do 
you diversify and follow 
the yellow (as in golden) 
BRIC road, where there are 


perils aplenty, but chances 
of huge growth? 

It’s a tough choice. For 
all their promise, the BRIC 
countries pose barriers of 
language, time, distance, 
unfamiliar business prac¬ 
tices, baffling regulations, 
and complex markets. 

China, a nation of 1.3 bil¬ 
lion people spread over 3.7 
million square miles, has 


more than 50 minorities 
living in eveiything from 
deserts to rainforests, from 
mud huts to skyscrapers. 
Our federal government, 
which considers all BRIC 
nations to be priority mar¬ 
kets, says companies head¬ 
ing to China can run into 
everything from import 
barriers and intricate fi¬ 
nance and tax rules to 
weak intellectual property 
protection and opaque 
contracting practices. And 
don’t forget the frosty rela¬ 
tions Canada and China 
have had under the Harper 
government. Only now is 
that chill subsiding. 

Other BRIC countries 
have similar challenges, 
and they are sufficient to 
scare many into sticking 
with the same old thing. 
Then again, with great risk 
comes the prospect of 
great profitability.

Survey says give consumers 
what they want: Go green 


sustainability More Cana¬ 
dians want healthier op¬ 
tions in foods and beverages 
and they also want compa¬ 
nies to be more environ¬ 
mentally accountable, a 
new survey indicates. 

The recession has also af¬ 
fected how Canadians shop, 
with the result that more 
people are buying products 
and eating at home, the re¬ 
search showed. 

Conducted by Brand- 
Sparlc, the seventh annual 
survey involved more than 
25,000 Canadian consumers 
and uncovered key findings 
in areas of the environ¬ 
ment, a desire for healthier 
options in food and bever¬ 
ages and an increase in pur¬ 
chases of private label and 
in-store brands versus pre¬ 
mium and name brands. 

The study is used to com¬ 
pile the winners of the 2010 
Best New Product Awards. 

Known as The People’s 
Choice Awards for con¬ 
sumer products, the com¬ 
petition gauges habits 
and trends among Cana¬ 
dian consumers. 

“The awards not only 
provide us with valuable in 
sights about current prod¬ 
ucts and innovations, but al¬ 


so larger movements and 
approaches toward what 
they purchase and more im¬ 
portantly why,” says Robert 
Levy, president of 
BrandSparlc International 
and founder of the awards. 

The survey also found 
that Canadians want envi¬ 
ronmental accountability. 

“Consumers are demand¬ 
ing companies to be more 
accountable in terms of 
their environmental claims, 
and they are willing to pay 
for products with realistic 
and tangible claims such as 
reduced packaging,” he said.

NATO rockets kill

Living on the forefront of climate change 

Maldives president setting up islands to become world's first truly carbon-neutral nation

The devastating 
consequences of climate 
change are already begin¬ 
ning to claim victims. 

The low-lying island of 
the Maldives, in the Indian 
Ocean, is being faced with 
the looming threat of ris¬ 
ing sea levels, a direct ef¬ 
fect of global warming. 
The Islands beacon of 
hope, President Mohamed 
Nasheed, the Maldives first 
democratically elected 
president in more than 30 
years, is the man at the 
forefront of the climate 
change movement. 

Nasheed talks to Metro 
about how the Maldives is 
set to become the world’s 
first carbon neutral nation. 

What are the 
biggest 
environmental 
threats currently faced by 
the Maldives? 

Climate change 
and the rising sea 
level are two of our 
biggest threats. The Mal¬ 
dives is already experienc¬ 
ing unprecedented levels 
of coastal erosion, threat¬ 
ening people’s property.

Business group ships 
aid supplies to Haiti 


A group of Canadian busi¬ 
nesses are cutting through 
government red tape by 
pooling their resources to 
organize a private 
shipment of more than 
$2 million worth of aid 
supplies into Haiti. 

The shipment aid is being 
organized by GlobalMedic, 
a Toronto-based agency 
staffed by disaster relief ex¬ 
perts and paramedics who 
were fully operational and 
providing medical care in 
Haiti three days after the 
quake hit. 

“The red tape is easy to 


cut through if you just do 
it,” said GlobalMedic’s 
Rahul Singh. 

The supplies will be 
packed today on a plane at 
a Skyservice Airlines’ hang¬ 
er in Toronto. The plane 
will fly into Puerto Plata, 
Dominican Republic, and 
the supplies will be trucked 
into Haiti. 

Major contributors in¬ 
clude Alveda Pharma Inc., 
which is sending more than 
$1 million worth of medica¬ 
tions. Cummins Eastern 
Canada LP is sending 11 
generators with the plane, 


and the company is donat¬ 
ing 38 in total to various aid 
organizations. Procter & 
Gamble Co. is sending sup¬ 
plies to purify water and Vi¬ 
va Solar Inc. is sending 
hand-held crank flashlights. 

CS World Cargo 2000 Ltd. 
is donating warehouse 
space for the supplies, pro¬ 
viding free trucking servic¬ 
es and shipping in aid items 
from other countries to 
Canada. 

Skyservice Inc. has 
worked with GlobalMedic 
on several previous occa¬ 
sions. “Even now, it is not 


easy to get in and out of 
Haiti, so this way, it is al¬ 
most an open channel to be 
able to get this flight into 
the Dominican,” said A1 
Read, vice-president, 
ground and commercial op¬ 
erations. 

“For GlobalMedic, we are 
opening our flights as re¬ 
quired,” he said, explaining 
the airline is collaborating 
with tour operators and 
people on the ground in the 
Dominican Republic to get 
the supplies into the hands 
of international aid agen¬ 
cies. METRO NEWS SERVICES 


dispute Canada is closing 
its ports to fishing boats 
from the Faroe Islands and 
Greenland because of their 
refusal to accept interna¬ 
tionally-set shrimp quotas, 
Federal Fisheries Minister 
Gail Shea announced yes¬ 
terday. The ban takes ef¬ 
fect today. 

“We have acted in good 
faith for several years to 
try to resolve this issue, to 
no avail,” said Shea in a 
statement. “It has become 
clear to Canada that at¬ 
tempts to come to a multi¬ 
lateral agreement regard¬ 
ing the 3L shrimp quota 
for Denmark (in respect of 
the Faroe Islands and 
Greenland) are at an im¬ 
passe.” 


The Danish territories 
have unilaterally set a quo¬ 
ta of 3,101 tonnes, almost 
10 times greater than their 
NAFO quota in internation¬ 
al waters. 

Shea said she remained 
open to talks, and was pre¬ 
pared to meet with her 
ministerial counterparts at 
their earliest convenience. 

She said Canada will 
continue to do whatever is 
necessaiy, within the law, 
to protect Canadian fisher¬ 
men and the sustainability 
of the industry. 

The Danish territories 
have registered their 
formal objections with 
NAFO over the 334- 
tonne limit.

Sudbury coping better with strike 


economy Three decades ago, 
a nine-month miners’ strike 
in Sudbury devastated the 
northern Ontario city’s 
economy and drove home 
the perils of being a one-in¬ 
dustry town. 

Today, more than 3,000 
employees of nickel miner 
Vale Inco are approaching 
their seventh month on 
strike with no end in sight. 
Like the Inco strike of 1978- 
79, this increasingly bitter 
labour dispute is causing 
great hardship for those 
workers who rely on the 
company for their income. 

However, the city as a 
whole is coping in a way 
that would have been im¬ 
possible 30 years ago, 
thanks to a concerted at-

• Inco — which was bought 
by Brazil-based Vale for $19 
billion in 2006 — is still the 
largest private-sector 
employer in Sudbury, but 
the city’s effort to become a 
regional centre for various 
public services has reward¬ 
ed it with a far more stable 
economy. 

tempt at economic diversifi¬ 
cation. 

Mayor John Rodriguez 
said the city’s leaders real¬ 
ized after the devastation of 
the 1978-79 strike that with¬ 
out diversification, “we 
were condemning ourselves 
to forever being hewers of 


wood and drawers of water, 
and (the resource compa¬ 
nies) would just rip and 
run.” 

“Following that strike, the 
leadership of the communi¬ 
ty got together and said we 
wanted to imagine Sudbury 
in 2000,” Rodriguez said. “It 
was decided that we’d diver¬ 
sify in health-care delivery, 
in education, in govern¬ 
ment services, tourism and 
retail.” Today, the city is a 
hub for health care, educa¬ 
tion and government. With 
a cancer treatment centre, 
two colleges and a universi¬ 
ty, provincial government 
services and a growing retail 
sector, Sudbury is no longer 
a one-industry town.

nba The largest crowd to 
watch a basketball game 
saw an all too familiar 
sight. 

Dwyane Wade did it 
again in north Texas. 

Wade had 28 points and 
won MVP honours, and the 
Eastern Conference edged 
the West 141-139 last night 
in the NBA all-star game. 

The crowd of 108,713 at 
Cowboys Stadium watched 
Dallas native and Toronto 
Raptors star Chris Bosh 
make the winning free 
throws with 5.0 seconds 
left. The West had a chance 
to win it, but Carmelo An¬ 
thony’s three-point at¬ 
tempt came up short. 

The largest cheer of the 
night came earlier, when 
Mavericks owner Mark 
Cuban and Cowboys owner 
Jerry Jones came onto the 
court to announce the 
record crowd, which was 
also the largest in the 
US$1.2-billion building’s 
short history. 

They were booing at the 
end when Wade went to 
the line and made two free 
throws with 12.7 seconds 
left. Dirk Nowitzlci of the 
hometown Mavericks tied 
it with two of his own five 
seconds later before Bosh 
put the East on top for the 
final time. 

Wade, the MVP of the 
2006 NBA finals when Mia¬ 
mi won the title in Dallas, 
added 11 assists and six re¬ 
bounds. LeBron James had 
25 points, and Bosh fin¬ 
ished with 23 points and 
10 rebounds. 

Anthony scored 27 and 
Nowitzlci — who Kobe 
Bryant had predicted 
would win MVP honours 
— had 22. 

But just like four years 
ago, Wade found a way to 
top Nowitzlci’s best. He 
shot 12 of 16 from the field 
and also had five steals. 

The star in this one, 
though, was the building. 
The NBA brought its mid¬ 
season showcase to a foot¬ 
ball stadium, and the 
arrangement worked per¬ 
fectly. The league was pre¬ 
dicting about 90,000, but 
ended up blowing past 
Jones’ and Cuban’s hopes

Father won't 
watch video 
of son's death

Georgia The father of a 
Georgian luger killed dur¬ 
ing training before the Van¬ 
couver Olympics said he 
won’t watch video footage 
of his son’s death. 

Nodar Kumaritashvili 
died after he slammed into 
an unpadded steel pole hav¬ 
ing slipped off the course 
while travelling at nearly 
145 km/h in a training run 
Friday. 

Kumaritashvili’s father, 
David, said 
he won’t 
watch the ac¬ 
cident and 
that organiz¬ 
ers shouldn’t 
have used 
the light¬ 
ning-fast 
course. “I 
can’t and I 
won’t see the 
footage of my son’s last 
minutes,” said David 
Kumaritashvili, his voice 
overcome by emotion. “The 
course was bad. They 
shouldn’t have built the 
track allowing such a 
speed. It was a serious mis¬ 
take.” 

The death has cast a 
shadow over the games and 
left the former Soviet 
republic in mourning. Ra¬ 
maz Goglidze, vice- 
president of the Georgian 
Olympic Federation, said in 
a telephone interview that 
the team was in shock. 

“We have felt a terrible 
pain, but decided to stay de¬ 
spite that terrible tragedy,” 
Goglidze said. “I think 
Nodar Kumaritashvili 
would have approved our

I think 
he’s really wise and 
he’s young like I 
am, so he’s kind of 
in the same situa¬ 
tion.”

“I’m a little concerned 
that our team is going to 
get a reputation for being 
stalkers of the men’s hock¬ 
ey team,” she said. 


Crosby, Chris Pronger, 
Scott Niedermayer, Martin 
Brodeur and the rest will 
be part of the greater Cana¬ 
dian Olympic team, but 
their fame in this country 
sets them apart from ath¬ 
letes like Christie, Chan 
and Bernard. 

Most of Canada’s 
Olympians could walk 
down any street in the 
country and not get a sec¬ 
ond look. There isn’t one 
player on the men’s hock¬ 
ey team who could avoid 
requests to sign a piece of 
paper, hat, shirt or part of 
someone’s anatomy. 

“ft does feel different,” 
said short-track speed- 
skater Francois-Louis Trem¬ 
blay of Montreal. “They are 
superstars while we are 
people walking the street 
and pretty much nobody 


recognizes us.” 

The athletes acknowl¬ 
edge that Canada’s hockey 
players get a disproportion¬ 
ate amount of attention at 
the Olympics, but they 
don’t seem to resent it. 

“It’s part of our culture 
and part of being a Canadi¬ 
an,” said Edmonton 
bobsleigh pilot Pierre 
Lueders. “We’ve got the 
best players in the world. 
It’s justified.” 

Long-traclc speedskater 
Kristina Groves points out 
that speedslcaters receive 
the same treatment in the 
Netherlands that NHL play¬ 
ers do in Canada because 
the Dutch are as passionate 
about that sport as Canadi¬ 
ans are about hockey.

Rain forces 
closure of 
viewing area 

mountain Vancouver 
Olympic organizers have 
temporarily closed part of 
the spectator area of the 
snowboarding venue at 
weather-beaten Cypress 
Mountain because of safety 
concerns brought on by 
rain. 

Officials said yesterday 
that heavy, warm rains 
over the past two days have 
washed away almost a foot 
of snow in the general ad¬ 
mission standing room 
area for snowboard cross 
events, slated to start today. 

The area has become 
pockmarked with potholes 
and workers are sinking in¬ 
to thigh-high puddles said 
organizers, making the sec¬ 
tion unsafe for spectators. 

The area will remain 
closed today and 
tomorrow, the organizing 
committee, known as 
VANOC, said in a statement 
late Sunday.

Women's blowout win

As Shane Koyczan stood 
obscured behind a curtain 
atop B.C. Place’s centre 
stage on Friday, only then 
did it hit him.
